Political Spending by Labor Unions 


tf a man of one political persuasion 


Joins a labor union what are his rights if 
he learns that the union is using his dues 
to support candidates of another political 
faith? If be joined the union voluntarily 
he can resign. But what happens if he is 
compelled to join the union by a federal 
lav; such as the clause in the Railway Labor 
Act permitting a union shop contract un- 
der which new employes are compelled to 
join a union within a specified time. The 
current law overrides all contrary state 
statutes, such as so-called right to work 
laws. 


Such a case is before the United States 


Supreme Court now. It was argued the 
other day when it came up on an appeal 
from a decision by the Georgia supreme 
court. The Georgia court held that the 
federal provision was unconstitutional be- 
cause it allowed political spending contrary 
to the wishes of the involuntary railroad 
union members. The Georgia court en- 
joined enforcement of union shop con- 
tracts altogether. 


The government appealed the ruling. 


The brief filed by the government led all 
concerned to believe that it would vigor- 
ously support the right of the government 
to compel union membership and also the 
right of the union to spend money derived 
from dues for political purposes. 


There was considerable surprise when 


Solicitor Gen. J. Lee Rankin told the court 
that he believed there were constitutional 
limitations on political spending by unions 
with union shop contracts. Rankin said 
that when men were compelled to join a 
union in order to work, their dues could 
not constitutionally be used to support 
candidates they opposed. 


Justice Hugo L. Black indicated he 


would support the view that political 
spending by unions violated the dissenting 
members' right to freedom of expression 
under the First Amendment. 
Rankin 


'Free' Medical Care 


Some advocates of a medical plan un- 


der the Social Security Act speak glowingly 
of the system in England and somehow 
indicate that the service over there is 
"free"' medical care from the cradle to the 
grave. They should look at the facts—and 
the controversy now raging about^increas- 
ed payments. 


At present, employes contribute 81.39 


per week and employers put in $1.15 per 
week toward the system which includes 
medical service, unemployment and sick- 
ness benefits and old-age pensions. How- 
ever, many medical services still are not 
"free". Patients pay part of the costs "of 
dentures, glasses and private hospital 
rooms. 


But the system has not been able to 


stand alone. Enoch Powell, minister of 
health, explained to the House of Commons 
that the cost to the treasury from other 
taxes has continued to rise. Last year it 
jumped 8 per cent. This year he expects 
it to go to 11 per cent 


How Long, O Castro? 


President John Kennedy didn't make 


the overtures toward friendship with the 
Red regime in Cuba which Fidel Castro 
wanted so we can expect the wild-eyed 
charges to begin again. This time Fidel 
has found a new angle to his screams about 
Yankee imperialism—President Kennedy's 
religion and the opposition within Cuba to 
Castro by the Roman Catholic Church. 


There has not been much publicity 


about this opposition since we broke off 
diplomatic relations with Cuba. The cen- 
sorship is not very efficient but there are 
no free newspapers or radio stations in 
Cuba any more and United States news- 
men are hounded and harried. Some of 
the best coverage has come from those 
who purposely took advantage of holiday 
travel in Cuba offered by the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee which really means no 
fair play for Cubans. 


agreed with that view as to spending to 
support candidates. 


Justice John Marshall Harlan, appar- 


ently puzzled by the discussion, asked 
whether or not Mr. Rankin really took that 
position. Rankin said that was not in his 
brief, "but we believe it." 


Justice Felix Frankfurter was not ready 


to go along with that view and declared 
that there was a long history of union 
spending for political purposes that were 
widely recognized as important to unions. 
"One 
of the most frequent contributions 


is to defeat so-called enemies of labor. If 
that isn't a conventional union expenditure 
I don't know what is," Justice Frankfurter 
said. 


Justice 
Frankfurter 
suggested that 


Congress had taken this history into ac- 
count to allow the union shop on the rail- 
roads. 


But to this Rankin said, "While unions 


might have been perfectly free to do all 
those things over the years when member- 
ship was not compelled, the United States 
takes the position that it is different when 
dissenters are compelled." 


The government's brief urged that the 


supreme court avoid the delicate constitu- 
tional issues involved. It suggested the 
court send the case back to Georgia for 
further inquiry into what part of the dues 
were actually used for politics. The brief 
held that the Georgia order, whether sound 
or not in its constitutional view, was too 
broad. It proposed that if there is some- 
thing wrong with such union political 
spending, the thing to do is not to ban all 
union shops but to enjoin spending of 
members' dues for political purposes 
against their wishes. 


The questions involved are recognized 


as matters of prime interest to organized 
labor. It may be that unions will have to 
choose between the union shop and poli- 
tical spending. 


Part of the solution is to raise the 


amounts contributed by both employes and 
employers. Starting in July, each employe 
will put in 12 cents more a week and the 
employer about 2 cents more. Also this 
summer the added costs of special medical 
services will be raised. Old-age contribu- 
tions will be graduated according to in- 
come. 


The Labor party spokesmen say the 


raises are "a major assault on the National 
Health Service." Minister Powell insists 
that the policy of improving hospital care 
and facilities will collapse unless each em- 
ploye pays more. The treasury, after all, 
comes from taxes and those with big in- 
comes are now taxed tremendously. There 
simply aren't that many big incomes 
any more. 


Our own Social Security payments have 


continued to rise almost every year. There 
is no such thing as "free" age or medical 
security. The only question is who pays 
for it, how and when. 


Apparently, despite Fidel's insistence 


that the rebels in the hills have been vir- 
tually wiped out. they continue to grow in 
numbers and arms. The reliance upon the 
firing squads has increased as eye-for-an- 
eye methods are employed by the rebels. 
There is evidence that a strong anti-Castro 
force is building in Guatemala among 
Cuban refugees. 


We may expect a continued stringency 


of regulations in Cuba. Whether or not 
Castro will go so far as to cut off the water 
to our naval base and thereby draw the 
invasion he has shouted about for months, 
is doubtful but possible. The best defense 
for a dictator losing control at home is to 
arrange for outside pressure to unite his 
people. But even that no longer may work 
in divided Cuba heading closer and closer 
to real civil war. 


A Hard Winter-in Reverse 


The lack of snowfall in Wisconsin and 


Upper Michigan may be applauded by 
mothers weary of snowboots and pedestri- 
ans and automobile drivers who hate 
slush. But it is real tragedy for the resort 
owners and general public in the areas 
wbjch have come io rely upon skiing' as 
a major source of winter income. 


A sad example is Iron Mountain which 


usually has an average of 65 inches of 
snow by this time of the winter: this season 
only 6.5 inches have fallen. Truck loads 
of snow have been hauled to the slopes but 
conditions there, as in other areas, are far 
from ideal. A glance at the weekly snow re- 
port with "one inch of base, one inch of 


new snow, skiing fair" is an indication of 
the scarcity. Some ski hills have remained 
closed all season while the few in the west- 
ern part of the state which have been 
blessed with the white stuff sometimes are 
so crowded as to handicap both skiers and 
operation. 


A town in the ski belt suffers generally. 


Xoi only are funds lacking at the resorts 
but restaurants, taverns, equipment stores 
and gas stations are deprived of customers 
who enthusiastically follow the snow. 


Unfortunately any chance of being list- 


ed as a "depressed area" would run up 
against incredulity in a Washington hit bv 
several major blizzards and more snow 
than its residents have seen in decades?

The pre-legisla 
live budget making process to- 
day is more complicated and 
costly than ever before. To the 
naked eye the capitol seems to 
be swarming with young men 
carrying bulging brief cases. 
They are the budget analysts 
who have been brought in during 
recent years to examine depart- 
mental spending reuests. and to 
write the justifications for them 
when they are endorsed by the 
governor.

MORE NEEDED 


This is an improvement also, 


in the management of the state's 
purse - strings. Yet the close ob- 
server of the budget proceedings 
finds something yet lacking. The 
paper work is exhaustive. But 
the auditing remains haphazard 
and halting. 


A part of the situation involves 


human nature. Legislators will 
pry exhaustively into an item 
of $200, and then doze through 
the discussions covering a $50,- 
000,000 fund. 


The emphasis always is on the 


extensions of programs 
and 


spending. When the officer turns 
up to ask for $110,000, who has 
had $100,000. he is content and 
the finance committee is content 
to explain the $*10.000 difference. 


It would be refreshing to the 


bystander to have some legisla- 
ture, some day, ask for a justifi- 
cation of the whole. 


"The legislature 50 years ago 


created this agency and author- 
ized this program." the commit- 
tee might say.

What are we 
getting for the money. Could it 
be better spent in a n o t h e r 
field?"
